Lonpox, Jan. 23.—Advices from Paris to 
the 224 state that the losses of the French in 
the sortie of the 19th have been officially as- 
certained, and sum up less than three thou- 
eand in killed, wounded and missing.

Parison the 2ist. 

Loxwpox, January 24.—The Paris corres- 
pondent of the London Times, under date of 
the 2ist says: Gen. Trochu is generally con- 
sidered incompetent. The Council of De- 
fense only failed to accept his resignation 
because they were unable to find a successor. 
It ts impossible te make the Parisians con- 
sider the question of surrendering. They 
are anx!ous to fight under competent Icaders. 

Provtsions. 

The ration of flour now is half a pound 
daify per mouth. The poorest people receive 
bread gratis, with a pint of wine each and a 
hittle soup, daily. The middie classes suffer 
most severely, All potatoes are sold ata 
franc apiece and dog fiesk is worth one dollar 
a pound. 


IN THE PROVINCES. 


The Army ofthe Nerth. 

Lonpon, Jan. 23.—The French armg of the 
North is arriying at Arras, Doucie and Lille 
in a totally disbanded and discouraged condi- 
tion. The citizens of Lille are indignant 
against M. Gambetta, whom they charge with 
deceiving them as to the state of the army 
and country. 

Bombardment of Cambrai. e 

A dispatch from Lille of the 23d says the 
bombardment of Cambrai by the Germans 
has commenced. 

A council of war, which lasted many hours, 
has been held at Lille under the presidency of 
Gambetta,and resulted in the dismissal of 
General Robin, who commanded one division 
of the army of the North. 

The Garibaldians ¢iain a Victory. 

Lonpoy, Jan. 24.—A dispatch from Lille, of 
the 23d, says that M. Gambetta received a tel- 
egram to thé effect that the Garibaldians had 
gained a*victory near Dijon, and that the ene- 
my abandoned a strong position previously 
held, together with large quantities of mate- 
rial of wer. Many prisoners fell iuto the 
hands of the Garibaidians, who are actively 
Pursuing the enemy. 


Faidherbe’s Hepert. 

General Faidherbe has made a long report 
to M. Gambetta, covering the recent opera- 
tions in the North. He says that he lost no 
artillery or prisoners tu the battle of st. Quen- 
tin, and that the only persons captured by the 
enemy were stragglers from the army. 

M. Gambetta left Lille Monday night, and 
will make a visit to Gen. Chan7y at Laval be- 
fore proceeding to Bordeaux. 

News has been received that twelve hun- 
dred Germans have been expelied from Mar- 
eeilles. 

The French Victory at Dijon. 

BorpEscx, Jan. 23, via Lonpon, Jan. 24.— 
The Prussians attacked Dijon vesterday, and 
were repuisedana beaten, after a battle which 
lasted five hoars. Garibaldi captured the flag 
of a Prussian regiment of the line. 

The following dispatch has been received 
and made public by the Government bere: 

Dison, Sunday Evening.—The French re- 
pulsed an attack of the Prussians to-day along 
tne whole line. The enemy were pursued and 
the positions held by them at Daix and Haute- 
ville seized. The Garibaldians entered Dijon 
amid immense enthusiasm. The Prussians, 
in their flight, abandoned their wounded, 

French Heperts. 

BorDEAUS, Jan. 23.—The Prussians com- 
pleted the occupation ot Tours yesterday. 

In the East Gen. Bourbaki has been engaged 
since the 17th in serious out-post skirmishes 
with the Prussziacs, in which he has generally 
been successful. 

At St. Quentin, on the 19:h, Gen. Faid 
herbe’s troops maintained their ground until 
night, end then retreated to a position behind 
the town.

THE INCOME TAX 

Some cf the members of the Wavs and

The 
committee did not decide the question, but 
little or no doubt entertained that a bill 
will be reported for the repeal of the tax. 
The Secretary of the Treasury has not thus 
far been beard upon it.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM.

‘The inefiicieney of 
our consular service was shown in the class of 
men sent abroad, tueze being mostly young 
mep, some Of them just from college, utterly 
ignorant of commercial laws and customs and 
unscqualuted with the nature of the couatry 
to which they go. Tnrough the incompe- 
tercy of these cfficials fulse invoices were cer- 
tified, and the government thereby defrauded 
of large amounts. 

The investigations of the retrenchment 
committee baa developed the fact that im- 
mense ymounts were lost to the government 
through corruptions of custom bouse jvspee- 
tore, who had not only been in the habit of 


steamers, but even iniimated fo passengers 
that everything could pass free on payment of 
certain amounts. A distisguished member 
of a foreign legation, nowin Washington, bad 
bad informed bim [Mr. Patterson| on his 
comitg to this couplry, over two years ao, 
he was told by the insepevtor that if he 
would place two i in the 
of his would 
yf Ao agent for a foreign steamer 
line bad testified before the committee that 
ouly week before last he paid three hundred 
dollars bribe money to inspectors to get bis 
vessel disebarged, aud that oyly last year be 
paid over ten thousand doliars in the same 
wuy. There is testimouy also that in nine- 
teen inspectors’ divisions in the Custom House 
there werean average of three inspectors 
more than were needed in each, in all fatty. 
suven, working at a salary of one thousand 
doliarms, making filty-seven thousand doliars 
per annum out of which the Government was 
defrauded. Some of these oicials 
lived out in the couotry and 
only came to the Custom 
to draw their pay. In one case an old apple- 
woman who sold applies on the street-corner 
had her name on the pay-rolis for montis, 
and drew her pay by proxy as weigher. Tae 
Administration was pot responstbie for hav- 
ing inaugurated this corruption, as it dated 
many years back; but if this Administration 
would root out the corrupt and inefficient 
Officers, and supply their places with meo of 
integrity aud ability, it would acquire uupre- 
cedented popularity and promineuce, 

Mr. DAViS inquired whether, in Mr. Pat- 
terson’s Opmion, tbe Administration tad 
added to its popularity by forcing Secretary 
Cox from bis office because of that gentie 
man’s ¢fiorts to improve the tone of the ciytl 


service, 

Mr. PATTERSON thought it remained to 
be seen whether that was the reason why the 
Secretary of the Interior retired. Mr. Patter- 
200 advocated a return tw the original policy 
of making appointments on individual merits 
without reference to politics. Patronage a3 
a means Of maiutaioing party discipline was 
an element of weakness, because it involved 
a surrender of individual liberty and opinion.

‘Lhe questiovable taste of reviewing the de- 
cisions of our courts tbrough the newspapers 
is readily acrmtted. On occasions, however, 
we conceive such reviews to be not only per- 
wissible, as promotive of mature and appro- 

riate deliberation on the part of our judges, 

ut even to be demanded in the interest of a 
sour jutk prudence. Such an occasion, we take 

it, is the reodering of Judge Hardin’s opinion 
in the late Garrard-county mandamus case. 
Ordinarily, where the exposition of intricate 
and momentous principles has been contided 
to @ shale” narrow and incompetent, treat, 
_theright of disclaimer belongs to, an 
en to be exercised by, those ovly wio are 
immediately responsible; but, verily, we have 
now reached @ pues where the profession else- 

where ard tbe general public should be in 
formed that some knowledge Of at least the 
elementary truths of political science & still 
extact in Kevtucky, and of the consequent 
dissent of tbe bar of tne State from what, 
perhaps, a very generous courtesy might siy.. 
tha reasoning of Judg¢ die. For, as @ 
rule, the people ot the different pues see: 
their most compeient and distinguished law- 
yers as Judges of: their Supreme Cours, and, 
on that account, there is ground to fear that 
this accision of our Appellate Court muy be 
regaided ss representing the Opiuios of the 
bar of Kentucky upon, the questions is volved. 
We fear—or, if it would be wore respectful, 
then we hope—it is not generally known be- 
yond the confines of tne State that our Court 
of Appeals bas been transformed into an asy- 
lunr tar the doturds and imbeciles, and a pur 
F gery for the sucklings of wc. Profession, and 
hence our anxiety to disavow, io w.2 Dame of 
the lewyers of Kentucky, any recogultwt OF 
indorsement @f the wabbling and preposler- 
ons etut! whith theleerned Judge, after much 
evident travail, has promulgated as his opin- 
iop, avd that of bis court. We have grown so 
accustomed to seeing our Court of Appeals 
Outrage the plainest dictates of common 
sense, and do violence to principles which are 
the foundation and support of the law, if any 
longer to exist as a science, and which the 
tyrogon the vemy threshold of his studies, 
Ought to have grappled and mastered, tnat it 
requires a more than ordinarily stupid de- 
CisiOL LO merit or atiract attention, In the 
present instance, however, tne erudite Judge 
has so far outdone all previous achievements 
that, if any protest is ever to be made, clieariy 
but a g#sp or two of atified breatly remains to 
Kentucky jurisprude:ce with which to 
make it. 

We do rot mean to say anythmg harsh of 
tLe learpea Judge, and, tuerefure, forbear to 
remark upon the coincidence between his 
—— ang the drift of pepular sentiment in 
the section particularly interested. It ‘s pos- 
sible, without questioning his official probity, 
to ficd sufficfeut explanation of the Judge’s 
vagaries, and his disregard of precedent and 
principle, in the charitable theorr of a mental 
inequality to the profound question he was 
called upon to discuss in the narrow and cir- 
cumscribed extent of his researcacs, aud in a 
general imperfection and deficiency of mental 
culture and discipline, If even this ampie, 
but merely conjectural, charity stiil leaves it 
a2 matter of wonder that such a man should be 
intrasted with tie grave responsibilities of so 
bigh an office, it 1s at least not strange that 
be should dispose, as he has done, of questions 
he was incompetent to comprehend. = It is not 
undaly rash to assert that no paragraph of tht 
published opinion is legally aud logically 


now be eorsidered im detail, 
must receive our attention. 

The decision of Judge Cooley, in the case of 
the People vs. the Township board of Salem, 
is one that has deservedly attracted the con- 
siderstion of the prefession throughout the 
country. It is mature, exhanstive, profound. 
How far a thirst for cheap notoriety, to be ac- 
quired by seemivg warmly to accord with and 
indorse the somewhat novel positions of that 
eminent jurist, may be responsible for the 
direction of Judge Hardin’s reasoning upoa 
the questions presented by the Garrard-county 
case, we will potconjecture. We say seeming to 
accord, for in all candor we are sure the learned 
Judge is too far short of the merits of the 
case to be in actual accord with Cooley. Not 
understanding, he wakes inconsiderate haste 
to approve; if he could understand, he might 
Gissent. We say this of his motives, be- 
cause Kentucky preceden', without excep- 
tion, is sguirst the dudge, aud precedent, re- 
gardiess of applicability or principle, is all 
that our Courtof Appeals of late years does, 
or seems competes! to, consider. But while 
thus, in bis Own Opinion, distinguishing him- 
self by thinkirg as Judge Cvoléy thinks, and 
while, as he supposes, reaping the credit of 
bemwy abreast the best and most enlightened 
current thought of the profession, he is in re- 
ality only meking himeeli ridiculous and dem- 
onstrating nothing but his owa intellec.ual 
feeblevess, 

‘he learned Judge bases his objections to 
the act of the Legislature authorizing a tux 
for tbe Kertucky river improvemecit, upon 
the l4th section of the Bill of Rights. We 
maintain, without fear of successtul contro- 
version, thatthe 14th section of the Bill of 
Rights has no more application in the prem- 
ises than Kepler’s third law, We know there 
are decisious in our Kentacky reports where 
the section is applied, as is done by Judge 
Hardin, but such decisions are radically and 
entirely erroneous, and could be sanctioned 
by no Judge competent to treat a question of 
constitutivoal law, and in any aegree 
quainted with the ongin and growth of the 
leadirg provisions common to such instra- 
meuts i» the United States. Judge Cooley 
seems to be eatisfaciory authority, and we 
quote him: *‘fhore principiea bave uo appli- 
cation to the taking of property under the rigut 
of taxation. When the constitution provides 
that private property shall not be taken for 
public use, without just compeusation made 
therefur, it has reference to aa appropriation 
thereof under the right of eminent domaia ”’ 
Constitutional limitations, page 497. Our 
Judges have bumiliated the profession in the 
State, and displayed their conspicuous lack of 
legal knowledge, by making . a foreign 
and totails irrelevant application of this plain 
constitutional principle. That Judge Cooley 
maintains the correct position is manifest fram 
the following considerations, not to speak of 
others caually couclusive: 

Upon this section of the constitution, if up- 
on my provision of that instrument, muat rest 
the right vf eminent domaiu. This much ao 
one will controvert, for the section has uni- 
formly beer 6v expounded and applied by our 
courts, and beipg common to the constitution 
of almost every State in the Usion, ba~ been, 
without exception, similarly construed by the 
courts of other States. If, then, the provision 
hkewise relates to taxation, it evidently wust 
have a double application. But when we 
endeavor to make this amplication we are at 
once met by incompatibilities both of princi- 
ple and of fect between the two subjects to 
which we would apply it. Under the right of 
eminent @-main everything butmovey may be 
taker; under the right of taxation money is 
taken and mothirg else can be. Const. Lim, 
p- 5-6 Usder the nmgbt of eminent domain 
the courts ail bold that “‘just compeusation 
must be previously made.’ The paymeat of 
the compensation is acondition precedent, and 
the owner can bein no degree aisturbed in his 
possession until the compensation is received. 
See Covst. Lim., p. 560, and the great array 
of authorities there referred to, Again, the 
cowpevsation must be pecuniary. ‘Because 
it is in the vature of a compulsory purchase.” 
—onst. L'm., p. 559. ‘he right of eminent 
dowuin egainset the individual amounts to 
Lotbing more than a power to oblige him to 
eeil ard convey when the public p@cessaity re- 
quires it.’’—6 Cranch, 145.

Eveu for argument’s sake admitting that 
the fourteenth section of the bill ofrights bas 
any ig Segre to taxation, the only point 
of conflict suggested by Judge Hardin be- 
tween that section and the act whose consti- 
tutiopality is questioned, is as to the sufficien- 
cy of the compensation to be received by the 
property-holdere of Garrard county in return 
tur the tax, The dceision avowedly rests upon 
this single, so calied incompatibility, and upon 
nothing else. All other considerations are 
expressly set asice as weighing nothing in the 
absence of this. The court assumes to say 
that the tex payers are not receiving that 
‘just compensation’ guaranteed by the con- 
stitutiop, But Jet us see if thisis a matterin 
regard to which the courts can haye, or ought 
to have, any voice. If the courte can deter- 
mine the compensation received by tax-payers 
insufficient {Oo support the tax in one instance, 
they can decide it insufficient in every 
instance—nniess, indeed, they set 
up for themselves some purely arbitrary 
etandard by which to 1egulate the matter, On 
principle, the result would be as we have 
stated it. Thatis, if the courts should de- 
termine that the tax-payers are uot receiving 
“suflicient eompensation’’ for the geveral 
State levy of forty centa on the hundred dol- 
lars’ worth of property, they may declare that 
levy to be uncollectable aud uaconstitutional, 
as in copflict witb the 14th section of the Bill 
of Rights. If it is m the discretion of ithe 
courts to determive the levy of forty cents to 
be without ‘sufficient compensation,” they 
mey Loid a levy of one cent equally exces- 
sive—w hich is to say that the further existence 
of our State Government depends alone upon 
what the courts may chance to think. The 
falsity of allowing, for a mivute, that the 
courts lave any control, of the nature as- 
serted in this opinion, ever the subject cf 
taxation, does rot need (further = il- 
lustration—the reductio ad absurdum 
is compiete. But this is vo more thaa the 
legitimate and mevitable consequence of 
the pritciples laid down by Judge Hardin. 
What terms are tuo barsh fora purbliad and 
balf-educated court that could make this jum- 
ble of a science that ought to be as exact as 
matkematic-? Of course the ceurts have no 
such power as this would confer on them, and 
that is why we say Judge Hardin’s opiuion is 
a usurpation, and in violation of the distribu- 
tion of the powers of governumeut as made by 
the constitution. The Legislature, in every 
govert ment Of wbich such bodies area compo 
nevt, ls the sole and exclusive judge of the 
utility, proprietv and necessity of texation. 
{t is so iv every State of the Union, it ie so in 
Er gland, it isso everywhere, and has always 
beeu so. And this, not from any empty and 
frivolous legal fiction, but from the inflexible 
aida inbe reat Conditions of the subject useil. 
The opi.ton of Judge Hardin,ic violation of 
these conehiors, both formally and 
rubstantially, robs the Legislature of 
this. time honored Jmerogative for which 
Cromweil fought ard Hampden died more 
than two Lurdred jeais ago and vests it ie the 
judiciary. fe say again, keeping in view 
that law and polities are sciences, aud not 
mire bundies of arbitrary, independeat and 
inconsistent principles, this jeopardizes the 
very existence of govercment. ‘Lhe judiciary 
bave but to say chat the people are not re- 
eciving “sufficient compensation’? for their 
taxes, therefore the taxes are unconstitution- 
al, avd cannot be levied by the Legislature, 
ard ibe thing is done; our body politic is de- 
funect, the measure of glory for appellate courts 
is ful. Our judiciary may thus neutralize and 
efeat every act of Legisiature, every 
function of the Executive.

The error, if any, in the 
Kentucky river act is in the apporuooment, 
and not io the deficiency of compensation. 

Judge Hardim thus exhibits the startliog 
and stupendous spectacie of one, in the 
chair made Illustrious by Bibb and Nicholas, 
ignorant of the most sahent and distinctive 
feature of American politics. He does not 
know that the powers of our State govern- 
ment, and, indeed, of every State goveroment 
in the nation and of the National governoment, 
ure distributed among three separate bodies ot 
wagistrecy. He does not know that one set 
of functuous is vested in the Legislatura, 
and avother aud  indeperidcnt  s-t 
in the judiciary.

There is another noteworthy featare about 
this decision, as contrasted with that of 
Judge Cooley, it was meaat to counterfeit. 
Judge Cooley decides that the levy of a tax 
for the benefit of qa yajlroad is uneonstitu- 
uvem, DEGANSE it is glving the public funds 
to a private corporation. This isa correct 
statement of the import of that decision, aa 
will abundantly appear from an examination 
of the decision itself, as well as from the de- 
cision of the Cincipnati court upon the consti- 
tutionality of the Ferguson bill. But Judge 
Cooley turther decides that “Cases where 
local communities, on the grounds of 
special locai benelit, have been allowed or 
compelled to tax themselves in aid of public 
works or buildings owned bythe State, are 
not at all analogous, Where tbe State itself 
is to receive the benefit of the taxation iu the 
ircrease cf the public fund or the improve- 
wet of its property, there cau be no doubt 
of the public character of the purpose. Such 
of the jucicial decisious a3 are best reasoned 
rest plainly upon the docirine that the State 
baving witbin iseif unlimited authority to aid 
works of interval improvement may use its 
municipal bodies as its agescies for that 
purpose.” And in a recent decision the 
rame judge hus sustained a tax in aid of a 
railroad owned by a municipality. Judze 
Hardjp, while following the wake of repeated 
adjudications by our Court of Appeals, and, 
as he phrases it, ‘“‘etanding by’’ the doctrine 
that # tax for the benefit of a railroad, though 
in the hands of a private corpuration, is cou- 
stitutional, holds a tax for tue improvement 


of Kentucky river unconstitutional, when, 
from his OWo statement, it appears that the 
public fund is to receive annually 
the sum of twenty-five hundred 
collars ae one result of this improvement; 
‘that the river is a navigable river upou 
which the Siate bas expended vast sums of 
money; Wet, by the act of incorporation in 
question, the Commonwealth retaied valu- 
wdle interests, besides the sovereign right of 
eminent domain, tbat, unlike railways and 
other purely artificial means of travel and 
transportation created by private enterprise, 
navigabie rivers belong to the people in geu- 
eral as pubiic highways, and wiust\ 
continue to be 50 boweyer i1m- 
proved; end, ‘being subservient to cow- 
merce, have, by the weili-settied doctrines of 
Evelizb common law; been considered as 
thipgs of comwmon right,’ [Angell on water- 
courses, 201) bey g the property of the 
State tor the use of al! her citizens,’’ &c. 
W bo does not see that, as between a river im- 
provement and a railroad, the reasons for up- 
holding a tax overwhelmiugly preponderate 
in fayer of the former? he does not see - 
that, if the river tax is urconstitutional, that 
for ibe railroad can be upheld only by the 
flagiiious usurpations and the arbitrary nos 
dirmus Qf the courte? The corporation iu 
this instance is the m4re agent of the State; 
the State does nut for an instant part with her 
tile, and the charter ie ovly a contract be- 
tween the State and her agent, setting forth 
that the privilege ot coi‘ecting tolls from cer- 
lain /ocks pow built, acd others to be hereaf- 
ter built by the agent, on tbe Kentucky river, 
is leased by the, State to said aygeut for the 
term of fifty years. The State agrees to pay 
certam amoucts toward the constructiou of 
the crew locks, is to reccive from her ageat the 
sum of twenty-five hundged doliars, annual 
rental. and, at the end of fifty years, the use 
of all the locks, old and new, and in good or- 
der, reverts to the State. 

As to whether or not the act is unconstitu- 
tional, as uirecting an unequal apportionment, 
and laying a State burden upon a few cvun- 
ties, teed not now be considered. Judge 
Harcin plants himself upon the abseuce of 
‘just compeneation”’ as the strong poiut, and 
we think thut has been disposed of. 

But for the undue length to wtfich this pa- 
per bas already grown, we sboula say a word 
upon the ruthless and thppaut conduct of the 
court in eubverting a privcipie deemed tv 
bave been sncontrevertibly settled in Ken- 
tucky jurisprudence, by a long series of ma 
ture and well considered decisions. 

The principle is destroyed, le. the practical 
result be what it mes, and that, too, a prinet- 
vie confiding in the stability of which, 
and the continued adberence thereto by 
our courts, hundreds of thousands have been 
ur Wary invested. A few qavtations and we 
tlose., Speaking of the exteut to whico sore 
decisis sha uld apply, Judge Coviey says: **Auva 
eveu if the same or any vther court should be 
ir ocutt concerriag the correctueas of the de- 
ci iou wade, there sre very grave conse- 
quetces to be considered before the experi- 
nent of disregardiog it should be venture 
upor., That estate of things when judicia 
deciziovs conflict so thata citizen is always 
ata loss regarding his mghts and duties, isa 
very serious evil. Before disturbing a previ- 
ous decision it will be well enouga toconalder 
whether the point involved has become a rule 
of property, so that titles bave been acquired 
in reliacee upon it, and. vested rights will be 
ifringed by any change; for in such cases it 
‘way be better that the correction of (be error 
be .left to wre Legislature, which can 
mske its action prospective only.’’ Kent 
says: ‘If a decision has beeo 
made upon solemn argument and mature 
deliberation, the community have a ryghi to 
regard it as a just decleration of the law, and 
to regulate their actions and contrcta by it. 
It would therefore be extremely inconvenient 
to the public if precedents were uot cuily re- 
garded and implicitly fullowed. I is by the 
notoriety and stability of such rules that pro- 
fessional meu can give safe advice to Luose Who 
censult them, and people m genera] cava buy 
and trust sud deal Wiuheach other, Lf jadi- 
c:al decisions Were tt» be lightiy 
disregarded, we shouid disturb and ansetti- 
the great iabdmuarks of property. Waeu « 
rule bas once bien d iiberutely adopted and 
declared, it GCuglt veverto be disturbed by 
the same court, exeept for very urgeat rea- 
£ons, and upon a clear mauifesta jon of error; 
and ui the practice Wee otherwise, it wou..u 
leave us jn perplexiug uncertainty as to th 
law.’ Sir J. Mavsfleid says: ‘Jt isof greater 
ecotsequeuce the law snould be as .uni- 
form a> possibie, thau tbat the 
equitable claus of an individual shoud 
be atie.ded to.’? Our Court of Appeals now 
dccide all cases upcu what they are pieased 
to terin th® “bigh eqaitics,”’ sud that too re- 
garoless cf records, preeedevts, aud princi.

If the present extra session of the Ken- 
tucky Legislavure did not come together 
to consider a Conventional interest bill, a 
bill to modify our rales of evidence, and 
a bill looking* to the suppression ot law- 
leseners and the pacification of society, 
what did it meet for?

The Gorman Shuepire. 

The readiness of the Germans to confer 
upon King WILLIAM the title of Emperor is 
made the subject of liberal discussion by the 
English press. One journal remarks: “The 
forms of dominion which descended from 
the true Roman Empire have done much 
injury to mankind by the want of balance 
between the power which they implied and 
the pretensions which they perpetuated. 
The Empire which called itself ‘Holy, as 
well as ‘Roman,’ through the claims which 
it made, but was too feeble to enforce, was 
—even wore than the fatal gift of beauty— 
the original cause of the cruel talamities 
which made Italy the most miserable of 
European countries. Its imfluence over 
the populations, more distinctly subject to 
its authority, was hardly less pernicious. 
The French Kings were guilty of many 
crimes against their subjects and their 
neighbors, but in the long run they gave 
their subjects a country to be proud of; 
and that country, once formed, gave the 
world freedom of thoughtand social equal- 
ity. The great gift of Germany to man. 
kind was the NKeformation; but it was 
mainly through the ivuflmence of the Em- 
pire that its rapge was narrowed. The 
Germans got even less from the Empire 
than did the rest of the world. It was too 
weak to prevent the Princes subordinate to 
it from growing into an order much more 
powerful than an aristocracy; and -yet it 
had sufficient strength and prestige to hin- 
der them, with one partial modern excep- 
tion, Irom growing into chiefs of inde. 
pendent kingdoms, which are the nurse- 
ot tree nations. It the Ger- 
mans; have  sufferedt rom wore 
despotism and pnivilege than any commu- 
nity ofequal civilization, und if they are 
only just acquiring a country, they owes 
all this to the Holy Roman’ Empire.” 
But yet, for all that, the Western world is 
warned that “it has no reason to love the 
dignity of Emperas, and bas much to tear 
irom it in the future, even though no ad- 
ditions were made to the list of imperial 
dignitaries.” And concerning the ultimate 
effects of bestowing upon the Prussian 
monarch the,obsolete title and dignity of 
Emperor, we read: “The new Emperor will 
be chief of the German race—of a race, 
that is to say, not understood as a true 
natural aggregate, but as conceived in the 
speculations which certain learned men 
have conducted in théir closets. Immedi- 
ately the Emperor will govern, as King, 
the whole Prussian territory; mediately 
but most powerfully, he will control all the 
other countries included in the confedera- 
tion of which he is the head; but beyoud the 
local limits of the confederation he will 
infallibly advance claims, vague at first, 
but yearly increasing in distinctness, to 
the championship aud protectorate of all 
fragments of the Teutonic race wherever 
they may be found. We have no doubt 
that the creation of the new empire will 
vive a new mpulse to the theory of gov- 
ernment founded upon race. This theory, 
we repeat, is probably destined to be the 
source of countless sorrows to the world. 
Intensely believed in by the multitude, but 
vaguely conceived by the learned who are 
unable to give it the least precision, it pre- 
sents all the conditions of a creed pregnant 
with war avd tumult. To the doctrine 
that nations are best tormed out of collec. 
tions of men who speak a common lan- 
cuage, who are educated by a common 
literature, and who share a common ciy- 
ilization, we bave not a word of objection 
to offer; but the Germans are already false 
to this doctrine m their claims upon 
Freveh territory. They will probably 
show themselves blind devotees of the 
mysterious creed which is a dcbased pro- 
duct ot comparative philology, so will 
stimulate the diffusion of the new religion 
among others.” To behold the Germans 
so much occupied with the idea of still 
jurther exalting their King, speaks ill tor 
their progress in political liberty, and con- 
victs them of being wedded to a retrograde 
rather than to an advancing policy.

Evidently she 
wus :uffering real pain and sang at a disadvardt- 
Sge. But. in spite of this, she rendered che 
music of the Barber as it is rarely done, coming 
béck in answer to an encore with a preity 
Swedish bal “Spring and Autumn.’ The 
Cavatina out of Traviata she did les 
bappily. She ts the best Violetta on the 
stage, and seemed to miss the dramatic 
suircundings. But, coming on agaio tn answer 
to another encore, she brought down the house 
with “Old Folks at Home,” which she sang in a 
eang-froid, Ethiopian style, @t once grotesque 
acd pathetic. It is, in its way, a most palpabie 
bit, and does infinite credit to her tac: and 
esprit. Her third regular selection was “The 
Last Rose of Summer,” to which she 
received and responded to two separate encores, 
singing In the first place Handei’s ‘Angels, Ever 
Bright and Fair,”’ and, in the second, “Home, 
Sweet Home.” All three werecaptivating. It is 
pot possible to do justice to the man- 
wer with which she gave them, to the 
veice, the action, or the effect; they 
were ip all respects enchantiug. One can easily 
see bow she bas cariled all the wortd before her, 
for, with many difficulties to encounter, difficul- 
ties the European artiste never knows, she quite 
cvercame ber audience at Weisiger Hali, and tt 
was by no Means a poer representation of the 
average Ameé:icap taste, 

Weturn with something of a sigh of relief to 
Vieuxtemps. The spell of the voice melts into 
tbat of the tostrumenut that assimilatey most 
beaily to the voice—that has had for ita €x mt 
a Piganini as the other has bada Lind; that 
Moves and sways and has a tearful ea phasis, as 
bas the other, and the line of demerkation that 
divides the two is not marked clearly in the rela- 
uveenjoyment. As but little could be desired in 
Mite «Nilsson, so Vieuxtemps nearly ap- 
prouchbes perfection.

A light Mm >Vement, aad 
the “Arkansas Traveler,” both of his 
ov i arrangement, brought this timé ap eaothusi- 
asic recall. He played tor this “St. Patrica’s 
Das,"’ but the rollicking measure of the [risb 
soag hardly compared with what bud gone be- 
fore. Mr. Vieuxtemps from thts date is an estab- 
lished favorite with us ali here to Louisville. 

Signor Brignoli’s reputation ts se wide, and be 
Bas been so thoroughly established as the arst 
tenor in the land for many years past, that his 
reception was peiforce enthusiastic. His voice 
is still the best we have on our stage, but there 
is no concealing the fact that it fs on its 
decline. Jt still bas its sweetness aud 
its cultivation of a dozen years back, 
but there is a stiffness and a disposition to flat ia 
the upper register thatis somewhat painful. He 
sang for the recall to ihe romanza from Marcha, 
“avails,” and for the second 
recall afier the ““Come into the Garden, Mauda,” 
and “Come E’Gentli” from Don Pasquale. 

Miss Carey, too, 13s a stranger to us all, but her 
voice Wins upon cone surprisingly. A stroag, 
clear coptralto, it wauts ooly a higher cuitiva- 
tion to make it exceedingly popular. She sang 
first in aguet with Signor Verger and again a 
cat\atina from Semiramide. This drought ber a 
recail, acd she catg in reply a pretty co- 
gucttish little ballad, “The Song ef the 
Ccquette,”” Indeed, it ls called. Signor 
Verger, wih Brig noil, accompanied 
her agaiu for ibe last selection of the evening, a 
trio from Rossini’s Messe Solemnelle. Signor 
Verger bas a very fair baritone—certainly one of 
the best, if mot the best, in the country.

‘Your name hitherto,” says Mr. Carlyle,

have given a genius (which means a light of 
intelligence, of courage, and all manfainess, 
or else means nothing) will insist, in suck an 
earnest time as ours has grown, in bringing out 
their divine gifts bes the shape of verse, which 
pow no man 8 entire in earnest, 
That a man has to bring out gift in words 
of any kind, and not im silent divine actions, 
which alone are tit to express it well, seems 
to me a great misfortune for bim; but that he 
should select verse, with 11s half credibilities 
and other’sad accompaniments, when he 
might bave prose and be wholly credible, if 
he desired ii; this I lay at the door of our 
spiritual teachers (pedasis mostly, and speak- 
ing an obsolete disiect), wuo thereby —— 
lably rot the world; making him who m 
have been asoldier and fighter (so serrtbly 
wavted just at present), a mere preacher an 
idle singer.
